Dancing Damsels Of Damascus 








Many years ago, in the golden days of the Arab empire, regal 
palaces in Damascus resounded to the happy beat of dancing feet 
and rhythmic‘drums pulsing forth the music of raks assamah, the 
traditional court.dances performed by lovely ladies of the court 


on festive evenings before a royal audience. On long moonlit 
summer nights, when the graceful, whirling dancers wove. intri- 
eate patterns on polished marble floors, bewitched audiences sur- 
rendered gladly to the hypnotic spell cast by the winsome 
maidens. 


“In our rhythmic motions of the dance-we lose our mundane 
selves and approach the infinite,” one noted sheikh explained. And 
so the dances continued far into the night, onlookers swaying to 
the intoxicating rhythms, the mounting crescendo of sight and 
sound as each succeeding dance approached its dazzling finale. 


The popularity of raks assamah soon spread from the courts 
of Damascus to the entire Arab World—eastward to Baghdad, 
westward to the palaces of Granada and Cordova. From faraway 
Spain the Arabs borrowed additional steps which were incor- 
porated into the mainstream of traditional dances. In Damascus 
itself, a distinguished audience welcomed talented performers 
like Princess Leila of Andalucia, who led her handmaidens in a 
famous Spanish dance entitled The Fall of the Jasmine. 


At the peak of its popularity, raks assamah counted many 
important personages among its graceful devotees. Princess 
Abbassa, sister of the famed Harun al-Rashid, and Princess 
Waladah, daughter of the Caliph Marwan, became two of the 
most famous court dancers in the Arab World. 


In succeeding centuries, however, these marvelous dances dis- 
appeared during the disintegration of the Arab empire. Events 
such as the Mongol invasion of Baghdad and the Castillian con- 
quest of Granada threatened to place this precious folk heritage in 
permanent eclipse, for the magic memory of raks assamah lay 
buried in the Aghani glossary and the half-forgotten Muwashahat 

~Andalusiya. 


But the twentieth century rebirth of the Arab World’stimulated 
renewed interest in ancient accomplishments, and modern folk- 
lore lovers in Syria have successfully rescued raks assamah from 
oblivion. Today, by the tinkling fountains of Damascus, under- 
neath the delicate arches of the Azm palace and beside the’ mias- 
Sive portals of Kasr el-Heir, young Syrian maidens are recreating 
their beautiful national dances as the city of the Ommeayads once 
again echoes the strains and tread of raks assamah.

Iraqi soil is «probably. the 
world’s most fertile for produc- 
ing relics of the past, because 
the inhabitants of this ancient 
Jand can trace their country’s 
history back more than ten 
thousand: years. Tools and» im- 
plements from the Stone Age 
have been discovered in caves 
of Northern Iraq, an area which 
also has yielded remnants from 
mankind’s next era, the Neo- 
lithic Period. During this period, 
approximately five to ten thou- 
sand years ago, human beings 
started cultivating the earih’s 
soil and domesticating its. ani- 
mals. Archaeologists have re- 
vealed some of the first human 
agricultural settlements at such 
sites as Jarmo and Hassuna. 


Sometime hefore 3,000 B.C.

Tacial successes, it presently 
blazed out with a brilliance sec- 
end only to that of the Greeks 
during their best period. It re- 
vived the human pursuit of sci- 
ence. If the Greek was the 
father, then the Arab.was the 
foster-father of the scientific 
method. Through the Arabs it 
was, and not by the Latin route,

! \ The Church of the Holy Vir- 
gin Mary, called al-Moallaka or 
the Hanging Church, was built 
in Cairo about 349 A.D. It was 
erected between two bastions of 
a Roman fort called the Fort of 
Babylon, and in one of these 
bastions is the baptismal font 
and chapel. > 

" This church is one of the best 
examples of Coptic architecture 
in Egypt, and is famed for the 
intricate carving and decoration 
of its screens of cedar, ivory, 
ebony, and mother-of-pearl. On 
these screens are hung icons de- 
picting the Saints of the Chris- 
tian church. 

The large, massive stone pul- 
pit is raised above the heads of 
.the congregation, symbolic of 
Christ’s preaching on the Mount. 
The pulpit is placed to the left of 
the altar. The altar is placed in 
the Eastern wall of the church 
in order to call to the mind of 
the worshipper that the begin- 
ning of man was in the East, 
and the Redemption of man at 
the Crucifixion was also in the 
East. The baptismal’ font, of 
solid marble incised with an an- 
cient Egyptian hieroglyph for 
water, is placed near the door 
of the church. 

The artistry within the church 
shows a decided Egyptian origin. 
All of the wall surface is cov- 
ered with intricate geometrical 
design and many details of 
beautiful’ workmanship. There 
are inscriptions in Greek, Ara- 
bic and Koofic script used as 
part of this decoration. Some of 
the portraits of Saints, used as 
icons, seem to have been influ- 
enced directly by the almond 
eyes and stylized posture of the 
wall paintings of Ancient Egypt.
